Company Formed to Work Large De¬ 
posits Recently Found In Wayne 
County, Utah. 

What Is believed to be the first jet j 
deposit to be developed in the United j 
States is now being successfully mined 
in Wayne county, Utah, where recently 
mineralogists discovered the largest 
commercial body of the mineral known 
to exist in the world.

WESTERN BANKS SEE BETTER DAY 


From annual report,) of conditions and earnings of banks in Western 
states for 1921, it appears that banking has come through a hard year. 

In one state 293 hanks and trust companies show net profits of only $93,- 
093.70 for the year after writing :jiT losses. ' 

Losses were charged off totaling $2,321,961, of which $264,299.33 had been 
recovered, and in other states reports arc similar. 

Seattle suffered one gigantic loss in a big hank that was supposed to be 
protected under a state guaranty of deposits law which failed to afford pro¬ 
tection. 

Western banks have also suffered by inroads from state and national farm 
loans, raised on untaxed bond issues. Deposits fell off, but demands for farm 
loans Increased. , 

But our state and national banking laws, backed by the fedora! reserve 
system, have come through it all and look forward to a brighter year. 

The banks have met the situation by writing off doubtful paper, by using 
current earnings and by voluntary contributions and assessments from stock¬ 
holders. 

The^e losses have been made good by current earnings and voluntary 
contributions and assessments from the personal funds of the stockholders. 

There has been no material reduction in surplus and undivided profits 
accounts, and the banks are now facing a more prosperous condition witli 
unimpaired capital, but additional security to themselves and their

HOW KIT CAfcSON FOUGHT A 
DUEL AND WON A WIFE 


The Green River country in Wyom¬ 
ing was a famous rendezvous for trap¬ 
pers in the old days, and in 1835 many 
of them were gathered there. One was 
Captain Shunar, a French bully, who 
had aroused the anger of several of the 
American trappers by his offensive 
manner toward a young Arapaho girl 
in a camp nearby. The girl feared 
the Frenchman anti appealed for pro¬ 
tection to a young trapper named Kit 
Carson. 

Learning of this Shunar, in an effort 
to bring about a quarrel with Carson, 
rode about the camp one day carrying 
s loaded rifle and declaring that all 
Americans were cowards, deserving 
only a whipping with a hickory switch. 
At last Carson faced the Frenchman. 

“I am an American, and If you are 
determined to die, I am your man,” 
he said. The Frenchman hesitated 
at this defiance. 

Leaping to his horse, his pistol in 
band, Carson demanded of Shunar: 
“Am I the man you are looking for?” 

"No,’’ replied Shunar, but he raised 
-his arm to shoot. 

The two men fired at the same time. 
The Frenchman’s bullet grazed Car- 
son’s scalp and the powder burned his ' 
face. The American's shot shattered 
Sbunar's forearm and he died from 
the effects of the wound soon after¬ 
wards. 

Carson came to love the rndlun 
girl he had befriended, and later they 
were married by the Indian ceremony. 
In 1838 she became Ills wife in a : 
Christian marriage. 

Kit Carson was one of the most ro¬ 
mantic figures in frontier history. 


It might be well to explain that 
Christian Scientists make much of the 
healing of disease for the same reason 
that Jesus did, and that is because the 
healing of disease through spiritual 
means is accepted as a clear and in¬ 
disputable proof of Immanuel, or God 
with us.
